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The Taggart Baking Co. of Indianapolis, Indiana was making a one pound loaf of 
bread named “MARY MAID” (The Greenduck Co. made a Watch Fob for them 
with the letter “M” on the obv.). In 1921 they decided to bring out a 1% Ib. loaf. 
V.P. Elmer Cline was to name and market the new bread. Abort the same time the 
International Ballon Race was taking place at the Indianapolis Speedway. Mr. 
Cline saw the sky filled with hundreds of colorful hot air balloons. The wonder of 
that sight prompted him to name the new bread “Wonder Bread” — colorful 
balloons have been on the Wonder Bread ever since. The Continental Baking Co. 
bought Taggart out in 1925. 
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
